TRAIN HITS VAN; FOUR DEAD! 


Handicapped Adults Are Victims

BANGOR — A freight train 


slammed into a ran taking 
mentally handicapped adults 
home from night classes late 
last night, claiming the lives of 
four of the adult students. 
• Four other people, including 


the driver of the van, were in- 
jured in the grinding crash near 
here. 


Twx> of the four victims were 


pronounced dead at tbe scene. 
One was pronounced dead on 
arrival at a, hospital while the 
fourth succumbed early today m 
a hospital. 


The crash occurred at the 


Chesapeake & Ohio crossing of 
CR-376 near 63rd avenue at 
McDonald, a small community 
about two miles southwest of 
here. 


Van Burcn sheriffs deputies 


said Harry Minshall, 23, and 
Mary Towne, 25, both of route 2, 


Bangor, were pronounced dead 
at the scene by Dr. O.T. Lorcn/.

46 days of unbroken freezing 
temperature was a record since 
weather records have been kept 
at Detroit. Teichman said he 
believed it vas a record at his 
station, although he does not 
hare statistics on this aspect of 
the weather.

snow on the ground dropped 
from 20 Indies on Tuesday to 18 
Indies Wednesday. He attribut-

Lake Michigan did not 
freeze all the way across, ae- 
•cording to observations by pilots 
of Xorth Central Airlines and 
local corporation planes. 


They reported a considerable 


body of open water, especially 
out from the Chicago side of the 
lake. One pilot said the ice ex- 
tended solid from the shoreline 
here to within about 30 miles of 
the other side.

Ambulance attendants

vehicle by the impact of the 
collision. 


The train's engine stopped an 


estimated one-quarter mile 
from the crash, but there were 
no immediate indications as to 
how'fast the train was going.

gone higher, except that one

Tex., a drilling supervisor on 
the Xorth Sea project off the coast of Scotland, is free on SI.m 
bond awaiting federal grand jury action. 


National Airlines stewardess Patti DeWoody told U.S. Magis- 


trate Charlene Sorrentino on Tuesday that one of four pats she 
received during a Jan. 20 London-to-Miami flight was so strong 
she almost fell. "I tokl him each time, 'Cut that out.' and he 
mimicked me," she said. Another stewardess, .fane Otto, testified 
that Bumgard slapped her backside twice. She said that after the 
third slap she told the pilot and he warned Bumgard to slop. But 
she felt arajther whack on her bottom a few minutes later and 
turned to confront Bumeard aeain. 


IVfcnso attorney Donald Ferguson asked if Bumgard had been 


()runk-..\h>s Ottn said she thought "he had a lew" before boarding 
and said when she served him she "poured out only a link- of each 
drink.

Carter Rebounds Deftly 
On CIA Appointment 


Unless the Senate's liberals derail 


his alternate choice for director of the 
Central Intelligence Agency as the 
conservatives upended his first selec- 
tion, Jimmy Carter's nomination of 
Admiral Stansfield Turner for the post 
has the earmark of a two for one sale 
so dear to a housewife's ever pressed 
purse. 


Politically, it demonstrates Carter's 


footwork is easily of varsity calibre. 


.A majority of the Senate Intelligence 


Committee turned thumbs down' on 
Ted Sorensen, John F. Kennedy's 
speech wirier, as a risky security 
venture and a man temperamentally 
unsuited to the rough and tumble 
world in which an intelligence agency 
must work. 


Sorensen 
leaked 
a .number of 


documents on Viet Nam labelled top 
secret by the Pentagon in an effort to 
show his White House chieftain played 
no part in getting Uncle Sam stuck in 
the southeastern Asian venture. 


Though, as this column pointed out 


earlier, the documents could scarely 
be regarded as unveiling vital defense 
secrets, Sorensen's judgment in 
pulling them from the file has to be 
questioned. 


While he never made an effort to 


hide the fact of avoiding military ser- 
vice as a conscientious objector, most 
of the Committee members thought 
this could cloud his judgment in 
crucial situations. 


In sending Turner's name to the 


Senate. Carter is proposing a man with 
excellent recommendations. 


The one objection to him, certain to 


be raised by the liberals, is the super- 
ficial argument he comes from- the 
military and the CIA should be kept 
under civilian control and direction. 


Turner might be called an erstwhile 


neighbor of our area. He is native of 
Highland Park, one of Chicago's 
suburbs. 


He and Carter were classmates at 


Annapolis. 


Turner graduated at the head of his

academically. 


As Carter remarked, "He was so far 


ahead of all of us as to be no cumpcli- 
tion whatever." 


Currently, Turner is serving as 


commander of southern Europe's NA- 
TO forces. Prior to that assignment, 
he held several important command 
posts in the Navy's seafaring arenas. 
At one time he directed the systems 
analysis division under the chief of 
naval operations and is a former head 
of the Naval War College. 


During his stint at the College, 


Turner shook up that excellent but 
venerable institution. This gained him 
the well deserved reputation as an 
original thinker prone to lubricate or 
even drastically revise procedures' 
.which.have turned rigid. 


His tenure in the CNO's system 


analysis was predicated 
upon a 


thorough grounding in statistics. 


Turner, however, has consistently 


stressed the difference between as- 
sembling figures and reading their 
portent. 


This has put him at odds with many 


of his Pentagon conferres who an- 
nually bombard the White House with 
the latest comparison in numbers 
between tanks, guns, planes and ships 
held by the Soviet .Union and the U.S. 
This numbers disparity favoring the 
Soviets is the Pentagon's argument for 
a larger budget. 


Turner has publicy stated this 


doomsday picture has the peril of dis- 
couraging our friends and encouraging 
our enemies. 


Uncle Sam, he contends, would do 


better to focus his sights on trends 
rather than upon statistics. 


This is the essence of intelligence, 


an attitude which should stand Turner 
and the country in good stead if he is 
confirmed to run our most sensitive 
intelligence effort of all. 


Though not a spit and polish man, 


Turner is a no nonsense person, one 
not likely to be drawn into dubious 
schemes which have characterized 
some CIA moves in the past. 


Like any mortal, the admiral is not 


puristic in possessing only virtues and 
no "faults. 


The composite is what counts and on' 


that score he stands out most favora- 
bly.

charge their customers more. 


Flower prices usually drop substan- 


tially between Valentine's Day and the 
major spring holidays, Easter and 
Mother's Day. Growing conditions 
improve 
with

summer, and retailers and consumers 
benefit from the growers' reduced ex- 
penses. That pleasant prospect is one 
more reason lo yearn for release from 
the Big Freeze of 1977.

WASHINGTON - Eager for, 


hefty pay raises lhat would or- 
dinarily incense the folks back 
home, members of the House 
and Senate finally seem ready to 
bite the bullet on Congressional 
ethics. But how hearty will their 
appetite for reform really be? 


Soon, barring an unforeseen 


attack of cold feet, 
every 


member of Congress will be 
$13,000 a year richer as part of a 
package deal providing big 
salary boosts for more than 
20,000 top political appointees, 
career government executives 
and federal judges. 


A perfectly respectable case 


can be made — on the merits — 
in favor of these whopping 
increases, but the average 
hard-pressed taxpayer is likely 
to consider them outrageous. So 
Congress is hastening to prove 
its virtue by adopting a new 
code of ethics like the one 
President Carter has decreed 
for executive branch officials. 


If Congress is serious about 


regaining public-confidence, it 
must give the voters an effective 
opportunity to hold its members 
accountable for their conduct. 


A 
good 
starting 
point, 


although few on Capitol Hill 
agree, would be to separate fu- 
ture Congressional pay raises 
from the semi-automatic-salary 
boosts for all top federal of- 
ficials which .are now recom- 
mended quadrennially by the 
President and enacted unless 
vetoed by either the House or 
Senate. 
., 


At present, all Congress has 


to do to receive the pay raise is 
hunker down and sit on" its 
hands for'30 days after the 
President's formal recommen- 
dation. That hardly seems fair. 
If the members feel they have 
earned a raise, they should be 
forced to vote for it and defend 
their actions publicly. 


This year, judging from the 


cloakroom chatter, Congress 


will probably just take the pay 
raise.and run. hoping the voters 
will forget and forgive by 1978. 
But the issue isn't likely to 
disappear. 


Members seem more willing 


to approve another essential 
reform: full public disclosure of 
their personal finances and of- 
ficial expenditures. 


There's likely to be a lot of 


debate about proposals to res- 
trict the outside income which 
senators and House' members 
may earn by giving speeches 
and writing books and articles. 
While appealing at first blush, 
such restrictions are not really 
fair. 


Why should an independently 


wealthy congressman be en- 
titled to receive unlimited in- 
come 
from. interest 
and 


dividends on his investments, 
while a less affluent colleague is 
denied the right to earn a few- 
extra bucks on the lecture cir- 
cuit or literary market? 


Sen. Robert Packwood, R- 


Ore., a member of the panel 
now drafting a Senate ethics 
code, has a more sensible 
approach: require each member 
to make, an annual, detailed 
public disclosure-of alt outside 
income, both as to source and 
amount. 


Then the voters can judge for 


themselves whether a congress- 
man spends tod much time pur- 
suing, private gain rather than 
public business, is being bought 
by special interest 
groups 


through inflated "honoraria," 
or has private holdings which 
conflict witn his official respon- 
sibilities. ' 


If official allowances 
are 


inadequate to cover legitimate 
expenses, Congress should vote 
to raise them. Purely political 
costs'should be paid from cam- 
paign funds which are subject to 
contribution and expenditure 
limits and must be publicly 
: reported. 


Spanish Red 


Still Violent 


Western media have been 


making an enormous effort to 
present the Spanish Communist 
leader Santiago Carillo as a sort 
of near-democrat, a non-violent 
character practically indispen-. 
sable to Spanish democracy, a 
gentle "Eurocoinmunist." . , 


• In Spain, however, there are 


extremely rough characters on 
both Right and Left, and now, as 
the bombs go off and the shots 
ring out in Madrid, it would be 
wise.to pay some attention to 
.this Spanish Communist, San- 
tiago Carillo. 


The press in the U.S.. so far 


as I can determine, did not tell 
us about Carillo's statement of 
Oct. 10. 1975, as Franco lay dy- 
ing. 
Here is the voice of, 


Carillo's "Eurocommunism": 
"I do not condemn -violence. I 
.am not opposed to violence. I 
accept it when it is necessary, 
and if the revolution in Spain 
calls for. violence, as it has in 
other countries, I will be ready 
to carry it out." 


.Much of tlic current violence 


in Spain, apparently at least, is 
coming from extremists on the 
Kight. though the latest political 
murders of police and civil 
guards in Madrid seem to be the 
responsibility of the extreme 
Left. 


The British historian Hugh 


Thomas, strongly anti-Franco 
in his perspective, tells us how 
Carillo earned the designation 
of "assassin of Paraculcllos" at 
age 21. 


In 1936. Carilio became the 


Republican government's chief 
of public order in and around 
Madrid, then under siege by 
Franco's- Nationalist forces. 
Under Carillo's 
supervision, 


mass executions of political 
prisoners were carried out in 
Paracuellos. a Madrid suburb, 
and also in nearby Torrejon and 
San Fernando, as well as in the 
capital 
itself. Authenticated 


lists of the hundreds of victims 
exist. On Nov. 27. 1936. for 
example. 105 prisoners were 
taken from the Anton jail and 
shot. 11 is entirely clear that 
under Carillo's supervision, the 
extermination 
of' 
political 


prisoners in the Madrid region 
went forward relentlessly, and 
the victims numbered in the 


thousands. 


There is no doubt, of course, 


that 
Right-Wing extremists 


were doing the same kind of 
thing elsewhere at the time.. Xo . 
claim is being made here that 
Cariilo was unique in his 
violence.- But the media are not 
now trying to sell us someone 
like Nationalist General Mola as 
a "Eurofascist." 


Carillo's 
extremism, 


however, does appear to .have a 
special character. As chief of 
public order in Madrid, for 
example; he flagrantly violated 
the principle of diplomatic.im- 
munity by ordering an assault 
upon the Finnish embassy in 
order to seize Spaniards who 
had taken refuge there. 


A couple of years earlier, in 


1934, Carillo was a leader of 
Spanish Socialist Youth when its 
thugs murdered a Falangist 
student. Commenting on this in 
a speech, Carillo told his 
followers: "Don't be weak. 
Squashing an agent provocateur 
should give us the same sensa- 
tion as squashing a cockroach." 


It would be tempting to say 


.'that this was all a long time ago. 
in another era, and that Carillo 
has since mellowed. His Oct..10, 
1975, 
rhetoric, however, sug- 


gests that we should be deeply 
skeptical. It appears to be 
completely continuous with the 
youthful Carillo.

Helps Deaf Talk 


By Telephone 


The deaf are stymied from making conventional telephone 


calls, but they can communicate over telephone lines when 
the printed word is used. To assist Ihe deaf in com- 
municating. Ihe Michigan Department of Education's Voca- 
tional Rehabilitation Senice office at Fail-plain Plaza has 
installed a teletypewriter (TTY) for the deaf. 


John Helme. supervisor of the office, said TTY permits the 


deaf to communicate over telephone lines with I heir mes- 
sages ending up in prim on the teletypewriter. 


Helme said TTY service at tile office is available io any 


deaf person without charge for use of the teletypewriter, but 
the user is required to pay telephone toll charges. Jome li.linii. 
teletypewriters in the United States have been modified for 
use by the deaf. The TTY for the deaf includes u special 
terminal unit, an eleclronic device thai has a cradle for a 
telephone receiver. To make a call, a deaf person places the 
telephone receiver in the cradle of the terminal unit and 
dials another person who'also has a machine. Lights are 
used to alert the deaf of calls which are answered by placing 
the telephone receiver in the terminal unit cradle to activate 
' to the teletypewriter. 


Helme said deaf- who can't touch type send messages by 


the hunt and peck, method. A TTY'service useful this time of 
me year is Ihe iolj-free number established by the IRS to 
provide income tax assistance lo the deaf and hearing im- 
paired.

bargains available in a store 
today." Leach said. 


"Something that makes beans 


even more valuable as a good 
food buy is the disclosure that 
beans are an excellent source of 
food fiber roughage/' Leach 
says. "We've known for a long 
time thai beans are rich in pro- 
tein. Now we know that a cup of 
baked beans with pork and 
tomato sauce provides 3.8 
grams of fiber — a long step to 
the five to six grams recom- 
mended daily. Other beans — 
kidneys, puitos, black beans and 
others — are high in fiber, too."

Any woman whose image of a 


high blood pressure candidate is 
a tension-ridden executive who 
lives on too little exercise and 
too many martini lunches, 
should revise that picture, the 
Health Insurance Institute says. 


The fact is that nearly half of 


the nation's known 23 million 
people with high blood pressure 
are women, a great many of 
them housewives, the Institute 
reports. 


The disease which affects 


about one in 10 Americans is no 
respecter of sex, status or race, 
and contrary to what many 
people 
think, 
women 
are 


generally more susceptible to 
the "disease than men at certain 
times of life. 


Although a woman may have 


had normal Wood pressure most 
of her life, the chances of her 
becoming hypertensive increase 
considerably as she approaches 
or passes menopause. Studies 
also show that black women of 
all ages have a higher incidence 
of -high blood pressure than 
white women, for reasons unk- 
nown to doctors. 


•Younger women are 
also 


more vulnerable to hyperten- 
sion as they become pregnant. A 
woman who may already have a 
raised blood pressure may find 
that her condition becomes 
more severe before she gives 
birth. Some women who may 
never have been hypertensive 
before, can develop it durin'g 
pregnancy. According to doc- 
tors, the high blood pressure 
that develops 'at this time will 
sometimes subside after the 
birth of a child. 


Some 
women 
may 
also 


become 
vulnerable 
to 
the 


disease while taking contracep- 
tive pills. Medical authorities 
advise baling your blood pres- 
sure taken before the pill is 
prescribed with checkups at 
half-year intervals. 


Other women susceptible to 


hypertension are those with a 
history of high blood pressure in 
the family. 


Since hypertension in most 


instances does not have any 
striking symptoms, a great 
many women, like men, may 
not be aware that they have the 
problem. As a result, only a 
small portion of people are be- 


ing treated today, reports the 
Health Insurance Institute. 


Among those individuals who 


know they have the disease, it is 
estimated that only one-fourth 
are considered to have it con- 
trolled. Yet. if left unchecked, 
hypertension can lead to heart 
attacks, strokes and kidney 
damage. 


While there isn't any sure 


cure as yet for hypertension, the 
important thing to remember, 
says the Institute, is that in 
most cases, it can be controlled. 
A number of drugs are available 
that can help the majority of the 
nation's blood pressure victims. 


• Other 
treatment 
often 


prescribed by doctors includes 
losing weight, using less salt, 
sticking to a low-cholesterol 
diet, reducing smoking and 
maintaining 
an 
'exercise 


program.

Sewing Hints 


By DOROTHY KING 


Practically every time a gar- 


ment is constructed, some kind 
of ease stitching is used. It is 
used to control a slight amount 
of fullness in a seam edge 
before it is joined to another 
seam edge which does not have 
any fullness. 


Use longer stitches about 


eight to ten stitches per inch. 
Place a single row of stitches on 
the seamline. Ease stitches are 
always used around a sleeve cap 


' where more fullness Is needed. 


Ease-plus stitching can be 


used in some areas that require 


a moderate amount of easing. 
The fullness is controlled by 
crowding the threads of the 
fabric together while stitching. 


This method can be used on 


the back shoulder seam or for 
the top edge of a turned hem on 
a slightly Oared skirt. 


Press your right index finger 


against the back of the pressure 
foot while stitching for several 
inches. Fabric will pile up 
against your finger. Use your 
left finger to release fabric and 
repeat procedure until entire 
edge Is eased.

Begin Pilot Program For Women 


Michigan State university 


Cooperative Extension Service 
has begun a pilot program in 25 
counties in an effort to involve 
more women in local com- 
munity public affairs decision 
making.. 


Among those participating in 


the pilot program are Mary 
Search, Berrien County Exten- 
sion Home Economist, and 
George Manscll, Allegan Counts- 
Extension Director. 


Public Affairs Community 


Education (PACE) currently 
involves 40 extension personnel 
throughout the state — includ- 
ing H county extension direc- 


tors, several home economists 
and district extension leaders. 


They are being trained to iden- 
tify areas in their respective 
communities where educational 
programs concerning decision 
making are needed. 


This four year program, now 


in its second year of operation, 
is being made possible by a 
807,000 grant from the United 
States Department of Agricul- 
ture. Eventually, the PACE 
program will be extended lo all 
Michigan counties through ex- 
tension services. 


"We need more women in 


public policy decision making to 
get all points of view. While we 
are -focusing on educating 
women to leadership roles, the 
program will actually involve 
members of the whole com- 


tmunity," says Einer Olstrom, 
MSU Extension director for na- 
tural resources and public 
policy programs. 


Men and women in the coun- 


ties will attend educational 
programs surveying local-ami 
state government, community 


problems and other government 
processes. 


The program is modeled after 


the Extension's New Horizons 
program which focuses on 
developing leadership capabili- 
ties in members of the com- 
munity. "Hopefully, PACE will 
encourage more women lo 
become involved in their com- 
munities, whether as elected 
officials or voluntary' contribu- 
tors in the political process," 
says Olstrom.

Stephan Gregory. 27. of Silver 
Spring. Md.. walked into the 
bank with two rifles after an 
argument with his girlfriend, 
police said. He drank several 
cans of beer and muncfied on a 
steak sandwich while negotiat- 
ing with police by phone and 
occasionally spraying rifle shots 
through the door of the bank and 
into its ceiling. 


Sgl. Douglas McFec of the 


Montgomery 
County, 
Md.. 


police said after the siege ended 
that Gregory made no threats 
and few demands. He said the 
gunman placed a rifle at the ear 
of one of his hostages'once dur- 
ing the evening and demanded 
to talk with a policeman. 


McFee said he responded by 


approaching the back door of 


the bank as instructed, and 
Gregory sent a rifle shot over 
his head. 


"He advised me if he truly 


wanted to he could have killed 
me. and I believe him." McFee 
said. 


There 
were no 
injuries 


reported although police es- 
timated Gregory fired more 
than 200 rounds of ammunition 
from his two rifles. 


Gregory walked into the bank 


at about 6 p.m. with his rifles In 
plain view and ordered the cus- 
tomers and two employes out- 
side, police spokesman Phillip 
Caswell said. 


He kept seven bank employes. 


including three women, K> hos- 
tages, but released them one- 
by-one as the evening wore on. 
He traded one of the hostages 
for a police bullhorn. 


When-he discovered another 


bank employe hiding under a 
counter several hours after the 
siege began, Gregory allowed 
him to leave. 


At Gregory's request, McFee 


said, police placed a call to his 
girlfriend, who apparently con- 
vinced the gunman police would 
not harm him if he surrendered.

TRAVERSE Cl.TY, 
Mich. 


(AP) — Three Coast Guard 
ships struggled Wednesday to 
guide 
two oil tankers 
to 


Traverse City through record- 
thick ice.. 


Coast Guard officials said the 


Amoco Wisconsin and 
the 


Amoco Illinois were battling ice 
five to seven feet thick off the 
Manitou Islands and the ships' 
speeds were only about one 
knot.

The Coast Guard said ice that 


thick, with 1V4 feet of snow on 
top, 
is 
unprecedented 
in 


northern Lake Michigan. 


The cutter Raritan was es- 


corting the tankers and keeping 
them from becoming frozen, in 
the ice. The Coast Guard also 
called in the cutler Sundew and 
summoned the polar icebreaker 
Weslwind from the Straits of 
Mackinac. But officials said it 
might take the Westwlnd as 
long as a day to reach the 
tankers. 


The Westwind is needed to 


break a track through the ice 
fields off Leetanau Counfy. 


Both tankers, carrying split 


loads of gasoline and furnace 
oil, were traveling to Traverse 
City from Chicago. An official 
estimated they carry aboul 
105,000 barrels of fuefbclween 
them.

Kalamazoo. sponsor of the bill, 
doesn't

the 


unemployed because he is pro- 
tecting big business. 


Welborn eame out of his office 


to address Ihe crowd, but was 
shouled down. Finally, lie asked 
io meet with a half dozen 
members of the group. They 
refused. 


Before leaving, lie said his bill 


would protect those who want to ' 
work and ultimately would 


provide more jobs in Michigan 
by reducing Ihe financial bur- 
den industries now face because 
of 
unemployment 
benefit 


payments. 


One member of the protesting 


group shouted. "Big business is 
like a tapeworm: the more you 
feed it. the more it oals." 


"So is socialism." Welborn 


responded. 


Outnumbered in the shouting 


match. Welborn returned to his 
office. 


Under his bill, benefits would 


be refused to people who quit 
their jobs for no reason, who are 
fired 
for 
misconduct 
or 


drunkenness, or who are fired 
because of a criminal convic- 
tion. 


A similar bill died in the 


Senate Labor Committee last 
year.

owe anyone a living." Welborn 
"said

He said 147,106 people volun- 


tarily quit their jobs and drew 
benefits in 19T4. adding that the 
figure jumped lo 182.42S in 1975.

benefits are paid by employers, 
ranks second in the nation in Ihe 
amount of payments. 


In addition, he said, state 


employers now owe the federal 
government more than $571 
million they borrowed to pay the 
benefits. He said his bill would 
save employers at least $100 
million the first year. 


The issue of "voluntary 


quits" was a hot one between 
Gov. William Milliken and 
legislative Democrats when 
benefits were raised in 1975. 
Both sides have promised to re- 
examine the issue this year in 
revising the unemployment 
compensation system.

Jody Powell said Carter will 
tour every Cabinet department 
"to see the. people and to 
express ... his direct con- 
cerns." Powell said there is no 
significance to the order of the 
President's visits. 


Carter went to the Labor 


Department on Wednesday. 
"Be aggressive, dynamic and 
imaginative," 
he told 
its 


employes. "I don't want any of 
you to be afraid of change.... 1 
want an aggressive, constant 
search for a better way to 
deliver services." 


With Cabinet secretary Jack 


Watson in tow, the President 
ventured first into the crannies 
of the department, entering 
with Secret Service agents 
through the basement, taking 
an elevator to the second floor 
and greeting workers in the 
hallways. 


He toured' offices in the 


Policy •' Evaluation 
and 


Research 
Division, 
then 


stepped in.to the main hallway. 
Bureaucrats cheered; whistled 
and shouted. One man lifted a 
woman so she could see. Men 
and women pulled" and shoved 
to grab Carter's hand or touch 
his sleeve. 


Several women touched the 


hands of others who touched 
the 
President. 
"Jimmy, 


Jimmy...," they shouted. "Mr. 
President, Mr. President." His 
bodyguards cleared a path to 
the department's marble lobby, 
where Carter stepped onto a 
small stage. 


"I'm glad to be here with 


you." he told about 1,000 
workers, some of whom survey 
the unemployed and administer 
programs to help them. "1 was 
unemployed until three weeks 
ago," Carter said. "But now 
I've got a good job." The group 
cheered and applauded. 


Carter shed his blue suitcoat. 


Labor Secretary Ray Marshall 
took it, but continued to wear 
his own. Television lights sent 
temperatures climbing. Pers-

President's forehead. 


He said he has chosen a 


woman to head the Occupa- 
tional Safety and Health Ad- 
ministration. Sources say she 
is Eula Bingham, a University 
of Cincinnati professor of en- 
vironmental sciences. Carter 
said the announcement will be 
made soon. 


The President said there will 


be "no backing down on the 
basic concept" of OSHA, but he

Terms?

Major elements of Carter's 


projected compromise remain 
secret, but U.S. offieials say 
they expect the President, 
represented in the talks by 
Washington lawyer Sol M. 
Linowitz, 
to move 
nearer 


Panamanian 
demands 
on 


several key issues. 


As U.S. negotiators prepared 


to leave Sunday for Panama, 
Panamanian Foreign Minister 
Aquilino Boyd resigned Wed- 
nesday in a dispute with 
strongman Gen. Omar Torrijos 
Herrera over the canal talks. 


Torrijos named as Boyd's 


replacement, Nicolas Gonzalez 
Revilla, Panama's current am- 
bassador to the United States. 


U.S. sources say the canal 


talks issues on which U.S. 
movement is expected relate to 
the duration of the new treaty, 
circumstances in which the 
United States can exercise 
primary rights to defend the 
canal, size of the 553-square 
mile Canal Zone, arrangements 
that would give Panama a 
bigger share of Canal tolls and 
other revenue and ways to ex- 
pand the waterway so it can 
handle big new ships. 


Carter this week named 


Linowitz conegotiator along 
with Ambassador Ellsworth 
Bunker, who had for years been 
in sole charge of the slowmov- 
ing negotiations. 


With Linowitz' appointment, 


Carter signaled Panama that he 
intends a personal role in the 
talks. As if to underline the 
resolve to hustle the negotia- 
tions toward a settlement. 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance, 
before taking office, told Costa 
Rican Foreign Minister Gonzalo 
Facio a new pact could be 
achieved by April or May. 


Meanwhile Torrijos, authori- 


tarian head of the Panamanian 
government, has sent his own 
signals back to the White House, 
defining his minimum demands 
in advance of the talks, which 
begin Feb. 20. 


The Panamanian embassy 


said Torrijos' demands are for 
total and final U.S. withdrawal 
by Dec. 31,1999; that thereafter 
the security and neutrality of 
the waterway should be vested 
in the United Nations to 
guarantee it will remain free 
and open to all countries.

Like marijuana, Perry Bullard 
shocks fewer and fearer people 
these days. 


The Ann Arbor lawmaker ad- 


mits he's mellowed a bit since 
1972 when, freshly elected to the 
state House of Representatives, 
he publicly smoked the nasty 
weed at a-"hash bash" to pro- 
test marijuana laws. 
; To raise campaign money, he 
once showed the X-rated movie 
•"Deep Throat." 


'. Since then, his once-skeptical 
colleagues have watched the 
34-year-old 
Democrat 
Twist 


arms with the best of them and 
compile what even the opposi- 
tion admits is a solid record. 


"He has cleaned up his act in 


more Wai's than one," says 
Republican House Leafier Den- 
nis Cawthorne of Muskegon, 
citing both Bullard's three- 
piece suits and political savvy. 
!, Bullard saw-no fewer than a 
dozen of his bills signed into 
law in 1975-76. While sheer 
numbers 
often don't mean 


much, Bullard's tally sheet 
includes such major successes 
as an open-records law, a future 
ban on aerosol sprays and a 


tenants' rights bill. 


"It's a good record by wha- 


tever criterion of evaluation you 
want to use," says veteran Rep.

Last year, he used the chair- 


manship of the House Civil 
Rights Committee to told hear- 
ings into the Slate Police "red 
squad" surveillance of private 
. citizens. Now he's pushing for a 
probe of illegal FBI activities in 
Michigan in the 1960s. 


He is slightly uncomfortable 


with talk about a "new Perry 
Bullard." He says his goals are 
the same, regardless of his 
tactics and dress.

House Gets Tax Bill 


LANS1NC,. Mich. (AP) — What one lawmaker called a 


"bureaucratic coup de etat" by the state Treasury' Department 
w-ould be corrected under a measure nearing final passage in the 
legislature. Treasury officials changed the definition of household 
income on li)7(i tax forms, thereby shortchanging some taxpayers 
on their property tax credits. A Senate-passed measure to clear up 
the problem was amended slightly and sent lo the House floor 
Wednesday. It says that insurance payments — whether from an 
employer or the premium-holder himself — cannot be defined as 
part of household income. Treasury included insurance payments 
as part of income on the tax forms. The effect was to raise income 
and entitle homeowners to less of a property' tax credit.

state Commerce Department. 


Milliken wants to transfer 81

World Environment Report es- 
timated .that the island's 
population density could reach

Jakarta. 


"The amount of wood burned 


depends largely on the number 
of people who need it. If there 
are no alternative fuels, future 
firewood needs will mostly be in 
response to population growth,"

— making, ratings increases 
beyond that one point sheer 
gravy for the network. 


"That's not what the whole 


thing is about," he says. "In the 
first place, we're not relating 
the two things" — a rating point 
and her salary — "in any 
manner.

And he says, those who think 


ABC .hired her as a relatively 
inexpensive way to boost ratings 
fail to consider that ABC also 
boosted' its 1977 news budget in 
"many multiples of Barbara 
Walters' salary" as part of a big 
push to improve the quality of 
the network's news operation. 


He declined to specify, in cash 


terms, what those "multiples" 
come to, but said the matter of 
the magic ratings point and her 
salary "isn't something that 
causes any conversation here at 
all."

WASHINGTON' (AP) - More 


than a half a million unmarried 
couples are living together, the 
Census Bureau says. Although 
their number has doubled in the 
past six years, they are still a 
small minority.
